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REMARKS 

In response to the office action dated February 8, 2007, Applicant has 
amended Claims 1-3, 6, 7, 9, 10 and 15 and canceled Claims 8, 11 and 16-20. 
Consequently claims 1-7, 9, 10, and 12-15 are pending. No new matter has been 
added. 

Rejections under 35 USC § 112 

The Examiner has rejected claims 1-20 under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second 
paragraph, for failing to point out and distinctly claim the subject matter of the 
invetion. 

The claims have been amended to clear up spelling errors and correcting the 
antecedent basis. Thus, the subject matter of the claims more clearly defined. Thus, 
the Applicants respectfully request that the Examiner withdraw the 35 U.S.C. § 112 
rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S. C. § 103 

The Examiner has rejected Claims 1-7 and 10-14 under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as 
being unpatentable over Bahar. Claims 7, 9, and 15 have been rejected over Bahar in 
view of Fuller. In response, Claim 1 and Claim 9 have been amended to include the 
limitations of allowable claim 8. 

Nowhere in the Bahar or Shapiro reference is there any teaching or suggestion 
of the mobile recognition device comprises a pair of displays; a pair of parking start 
and end pushbuttons; an active RFID tag; a buzzer; and a two-color indicator. 
Therefore, because the Bahar and Shapiro references when combined do not teach all 
the elements of Claims 1-3, 6, 7, 9, 10 and 15, a prima facie case of obviousness 
cannot be established. Thus, the Applicants respectfully request that the Examiner 
withdraw the 35 U.S.C. § 103 rejection. 
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Conclusion
